mplicity,do ſuffer for the cauſe of God, fo alſo there is this 
temptation that ſometimes may bepreſented to ſome in bonds, 
(mark) even to think highly of themſelves,becauſe they are put 
in priſon for the truthꝭ ye even to think of themſelves (becauſe 
of their ſafferings)above hat they are, Now where this temp · 
tation is joyned to, it puffeth ſuch up in the fleſhly falſe joy, and 
leads out of the fear above the Croſs, and ſo becomes very dan- 
getous unto them, and ſuch become very burdenſome to them 
chat abide in the truth, and ſuffer according to the will of God,; 
therefore where any bach ſuch a temptation, Oh watch againſt ie 
that it prevail not; and where any are ſenſible that ſuch a tempta- 
tion hath prevailed, let ſuch fink down to the pure judgement of 
the Lord, and wait therein, til through faith and patience, victo- 
ry be obtained. And Friends, let the ſear and the mighty 
dread of the Lord God be upon you in receiving of the 
Creatures, or elſe the fimplicity in you may ſoon be betrayed. 
Oh there is a great danger concerning thoſe things, if the pure 
life which is more then meat, be not continually lived in. Many 
whoſe hearts are open, not knowing what you(who are in donds) 
may want, may bring and offer you much, and fome may urge 
things apon yon; therefore you had need to Rand in thepure 
fear, wiſdom and authority of God ( in the ſelf· de nial ) or elſe 
thoſe things may ſoon become a ſnare unto you, and fo fleſhly 
liberty and eafemay be Run into, and may grow upon yon; 
whereby the true ſavor and fetling'of the living truth may be 
loſt; therefore keep low and watchfof, that ſo you H be pre- 
ſerved fincereto the Lord in his guthority or ſtandimg ont of and 
depylog all ſuperflaity ; And you who here but little of ehis 
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worlds goods, who are inſafteriogs, and do rather want a- 
abound, Oh Friends, commit your cauſe to God, and let not the 
enemie on the other hand prevaile in tempting you to look ont, or 
to difiruſt, and thereby caſt yon down, and bring your 55 
life under, but in the Faith and Patience of the Lamb abide doing 
the things that is lawſuland atightin the fight of God, 
and he will aſſuredly provide for you : Oh do not in any wiſe do
